In  April  it  will  in- 
clude programs  on  Figurative  Art,  dance  criticism,  and 
whether— and  in  what  form— art  will  survive. 
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YOUR  MONEY 

It  has  finally  happened.  We've  moved.  The  programs  listed  in  this  month's  Folio  are  coming  to  you  from  our  new  building 
on  62nd  Street,  and  after  two  years  the  entire  operation  that  is  WBAI  is  all  under  one  roof.  Now  we  have  to  worry  about  keeping 
that  roof  safely  over  our  collective  head.  The  new  building  cost  about  $250,000.  So  far  we've  raised  $118,875  and  borrowed 
another  $100,000.  That  means  we  must  raise  another  $31,125  quickly,  and  pay  back  the  loan  during  the  next  nine  months— which 
should  keep  us  busy  enough.  Meanwhile  we  also  have  to  operate  the  station,  and  this  month  our  goal  is  $36,000. 

Keeping  WBAI  healthy,  though,  is  more  than  simply  raising  money.  It  involves  creating  a  climate  that  makes  our  very  special 
kind  of  programming  possible,  and  making  sure  that  we  have  absolute  freedom  to  go  where  we  will— accountable  only  to  our 
listener-sponsors.  This  is  the  way  we  have  operated  the  past  11  years,  and  as  we  move  into  our  new  quarters  we  are  reaffirming 
this  policy  as  strongly  as  possible. 

Our  expansion  has  placed  a  strain  on  the  precarious  financial  structure  that  supports  listener-sponsored  radio  in  New  York. 
This  has  happened  at  the  same  time  that  interest  in  the  possibilities  of  radio  have  grown.  People  are  becoming  increasingly  aware 
of  what  most  of  us  have  known— that  radio  has  great  flexibility,  simplicity,  the  power  to  stimulate  the  imagination  and  to  reach 
a  mass  audience  at  relatively  low  cost.  We  think  this  bodes  well  for  Pacifica  Radio.  We  have  always  felt  that  listener-sponsorship 
is  not  the  incidental  means  of  support  for  this  station,  but  the  absolutely  essential  ingredient  of  our  survival  and  identity.  To  grow 
and  remain  listener-sponsored  is  the  great  challenge.  To  demonstrate  that  people  will  pay  for  freedom  of  speech,  and  freedom 
from  pap,  and  for  the  freedom  to  experiment  in  the  use  of  this  medium  is  both  our  critical  test  and  our  chief  stimulus.  It  is  the 
thing  that  makes  us  both  financially  unorthodox  and  keeps  us  free.  After  eleven  years  of  operation,  we  wish  to  rededicate  our- 
selves to  listener-sponsored  radio. 

You  can  be  sure,  therefore,  that  (as  has  always  been  the  case)  the  only  pressures  on  WBAI's  programming  are  imposed  either 
by  us  or  by  you.  By  us  in  the  form  of  quality  and  relevance;  by  you  in  the  sense  that  ultimately  your  support  determines  how 
far  we  can  go. 

Our  new  building  has  three  times  the  physical  space  and  five  times  the  production  capacity  of  our  old  area  on  39th  Street. 
We  hope  to  match  the  new  space  and  equipment  with  greater  creativity  and  sophistication  and  come  up  with  programs  that 
are  more  interesting,  more  creative,  and  more  relevant. 

But  none  of  it  is  possible  without  your  continued  support.  You  hold  the  answer  to  the  question  of  how  much  we  can  do, 
how  strong  we  can  become.  Listener-sponsored  radio  is  a  partnership  between  us  and  you,  without  intermediaries. 

You  can  help  by  introducing  friends  to  Pacifica  Radio  in  New  York  City,  in  the  hope  they'll  also  join  this  ongoing  experiment 
by  becoming  subscribers.
